Seal, signature and rubber stamps should be submitted to th< 
pprt licensing authorities, accompanied by a certificate, as in 
{lie form at Annexure ‘A’, issued by the District Magistrate or 
Collector or Commissioner of Police within whose jurisdiction 
the replicas have been manufactured.

3. It has boon further decided that no export permit will be 
needed by a person who has purchased bonafide replicas in 
India intended for his personal use and desires to carry them 
upto four pieces only as part of his baggage while leaving India. 
Such limited exports may be allowed (at the discretion of the 
Customs Officers not below I he rank of Assistant Collector of 
Customs) at the port of departure on production of voucher/ 
sale memo certifying that the roplicas have been inspected by 
the competent authorities. In case of doubt Custom Officer 
not below the rank of Assistant Collector of Customs may re¬ 
quire production of a certificate referred to in para 2 above.
